THE FRENCH ADMIRAL IN CHINA. 
The French papers publish the following intelligence from China, 
which does not agree with our own accounts :— 
Rear Admiral Dupré, desiring to put an end to Chinese fanaticism, 
has demanded an indemnity of two hundred and forty millions for the 
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victims of the late massacre. The admiral has besides demanded the 
demolition of the fortress of Taku. As a national satisfaction he claims 
the heads of three mandarins guilty of complicity or indifference. 
Admiral Dupré was preparing to attack the ports in the Chinese 
Empire, and only awaited to commence his operations the arrival of 
the iron-clad corvette Alma, which was at the end of October at 
Singapore, ready to start to reinforce the admiral in the north of China. 
Numbers of Prussian prizes were moored at Saigon, mostly large fine 
vessels richly laden, and more were arriving constantly.

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
(Via San Francisco to Nov. 23.) 

The following items are from the Japan Maw :— 

The Government is slowly, but we trust surely and discreetly, 
proceeding with those transformations and modifications of the 
national institutions which the abolition of the Shiogoonate has 
rendered necessary. Prior to the Revolution the hold of the 
Central Government on the Daimios was weak, and its Jiability to 
serious disturbance very great and constant on thisaccount. The 
main object, therefore, at present seems to be to strengthen itself 
as much as possible by the substitution of officers appointed di- 
rectly from Yedo for those chosen by the ex-Daimios, or ‘“ Chi- 
hanji,” as they are now called. It is, of course, natural that this 
process has to be done with great discretion and tenderness, and 
only when the internal condition of « district is such as to afford 
a fair pretext for the change ; but the Government will assuredly 
lose no opportunity of enforcing its views in this respect when- 
ever it cando so safely. The process of transformation must and 
indeed should proceed slowly ; for honest and experienced officials 
are required to ensure its steady working, and these are as rare in 
Japan as in all Asiatic countries. 

he Government are paying great attention to the military and 
naval organisation of the Empire. They have drawn up regula- 
tions fixing the staff of officers for each regiment and ship, with 
statements of their rank, pay, &c., as wel! as rules for the pay 
and pensions of the common soldiers and sailors. A naval school 
is shortly to be established, and a proclamation has been issucd 
inviting students to join it. Some of our readers are perhaps 
aware that a measure has been passed, ordaining that one fifth of 
the revenues of the Han, after deducting the personal allowance 
of the Chiji, shall be paid into the exchequer for the maintenance 
of a national Army and Navy, under the immediate control of the 
Mikado’s Government. Already the ci-devant Daimios, such as 
Chosiu, Satsuma, Iigo, d&c., have given up their serviceable ships 
of war to the Mikado, and therefore there is now but one, the 
impsrel, Navy in Japan. 

The new Italian Minister, Conte Fo D'Astiani, has been pre- 
sented to the Mikado. After the ceremony, his Excellency was 
entertained at a banquet given by the Japanese Ministers. 

The loss of the Captain has caused considerable excitement 
among the sea-going population of Yokohama. A subscription 
has been got up for the widows and orphans by Captain Purvis, 
the harbour-master, and it is to be hoped that he will have a 
very creditable sum to transmit to the Committee in England. A 
concert is also to be given in aid of the wounded during the pre- 
sent war. The matter will be entircly under the auspices of the 
German residents, and as their musical qualities are well known a 
pleasant cvening is anticipated. 

Mr. Morel, engineer-in-chief of the Railway Department, has 
left for Kobe, for the purpose of inspecting the progress made 
by the district engineers there, and placing the works connected 
with the Kobe and Osaka section on the footing arranged for at 
the recent conference. 

RECEPTION OF MR. SEWARD BY THE MIKADO. 

The Yedo correspondent of the New York 7rilune reports, with 

very evident pride, a mark of unexampled honour which has just 
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been conferred upon Mr. Seward by the Mikado—his reception in 

rsonal interview upon terms of almost perfect equality. Mr. 
sabtiery who is at present on a tour through Japan and China, had 
set his heart, the 7'ribune correspondent informs us, upon au inter- 
view with the Mikado, and Mr. Delong, the United States Minister, 
spared no pains to have his wish gratified. But the Japanese 
Minister had a difficulty. Mr. Seward they knew. When Secre- 
tary of State he had prevented the sale of the Stonevull to the 
Tycoon, and by permitting the Mikado to get possession of her, 
had materially assisted him in making himself master of Japan. 
Besides, his mediation with Russia might be of use in the Sagha- 
lien question. Both gratitude and interest therefore counselled 
an extraordinary effort to retain his friendship. But who was Mr. 
Randall, ex-Postmaster-General, who accompanied him ? Ought the 
same attentions which were shown to Mr. Seward to be extended to 
him, or might he be treated with less consideration ? The Ministers 
were puzzled, and they hesitated to ask Mr. Delong. In their ditti- 
culty they hitupon a middle course, and invited both sentlemen toa 
breakfast at the Foreign Minister’s. The invitation was7declined, 
and Mr. Randall, who got wind of the perplexity of the Japanese 
officials, felt his dignity so offended that when, after much deli- 
cate diplomacy, the interview with the Mikado was’ at length 
granted, he pouted and refused to go. The momentous question 
still remained to be settled how the interview was to be conducted. 
There was no precedent to fall back upon. ‘The visit of the Duke 
of Edinburgh was not in point. For he was a Royal prince, and 
a captain in the British navy as well ; while Mr. Seward was only 
a plain citizen travelling without even official rank. After much 
cogitation, an exact programme was arranged. A plan of the 
ground floor of the pavilion in which the interview was so take 
place, with the position of every participant directly indicated, 
and a copy of the remarks the Mikado intended to make, was 
furnished to Mr. Delong. In return he supplied copies of what 
he and Mr. Seward proposed to say. On the appointed morning 
the two Americans were taken in carriages from the United States 
Consulate to the interior wall of the castle, and were then con- 
ducted through a series of beautiful gardens, where “ miniature 
groves and mountains, temples and shrines, lakes and cascades, 
smiling lawns and mimic wildernesses surrounded them on 
every side.” At every turn of the path the visitors were met 
by members of the Foreign-office, or of the Mikado’s housc- 
hold, who, after appropriate greetings, joincd the party, which 
at length increased to the magnitude of a small procession. 
At ten o’clock refreshments were served in a summer-house, 
and then the guests were conducted to the Royal pavilion. 
“ The Mikado remained seated during the interview, but he was 
entirely unveiled by screen or curtain. Up to this time even 
the foreign Ambassadors had only been allowed to look upon a 
part of his person at a time—the lower extremities or the face being 
always concealed ; and, instead of being surrounded by ostenta- 
tious emblems of power aud supremacy, his only visible attendants 
were a single guard and the officer who supplied him with the 
manuscripts containing his share in the conversation.” This 
share was brief enough. Mr. Delong first saluted him, and, after 
he had replied, the Minister presented Mr. Seward. The Mikado 
expressed his satisfaction at Mr. Seward’s safe passage “ across 
the great ocean,” and then said: “You have been so long con- 
nected with the Government of the United States that any sug- 
gestions you can make towards promoting friendly intercourse be- 
tween Japan and the Treaty Powers I trust you will frecly make 
to the Prime Minister.’ Mr. Seward replied that he held no offi- 
cial position, but that he would gladly exchange information and 
suggestions with the Prime Minister. A few complimentary re- 
marks from the Mikado to Mr. Delong after this closed the inter- 
view. The party was reconducted through the castle grounds, and 
another collation was served up to them before they took their 
departure.

SHANGHAI. 

The college, under the presidency of the Rev. Dr. Martin, is 
again on the rising tide of prosperity. It has a corps of nine pro- 
fessors, five foreign and four Chinese, and there are now under in- 
struction in the several departments about fifty pupils. [t was 
the original intention of the Government to make the schools 
south tributary to the college, and several years since five young 
men were admitted from Rev. Mr. Allen’s school at Shanghai, but 
we hear the others of that school have found employment under 
Ting Futai, and are not expected to apply for admission here. 
What is doing at the Canton school we have not heard, but fear 
the college in the future will have to get its supplies immediately 
from the Tartar and Chinese youth of the capital.

Some confusion having arisen concerning the value of lead and 
copper coinage, the same paper has been requested, by a Siamese 
oficial, who is a good autiority on the subject, to state that the 
Government has issupd a proclamation, establishing the smaller 
lead coins at forty for one Riana, the larger lead pieces at sixteen 
for one fuang, and the copper pieces at eight for one fuang. In 
other words, there is to be no deterioration in the value previously 
given them by the Royal Proclamafion at the commencement of 
the present reign. 

There is a smaller copper picce of half the value of those that 
are eight for one fuang, but how extensively they are in circu- 
lation is not known. 

Some time since Sir John Bowring, on behalf of Siam, nego- 
tiated for them a commercial treaty with the Governments of 
Sweden, Belgium, and Italy. The two former treaties have long 
since been ratified, and have gone into effect. The Siamese Go- 
vernment, for reasons which we do not know, would not confirm 
the treaty negotiated with Italy. We learn, however, that the 
Italian Government has appointed a special Ambassador, who is 
now hourly expected to visit the Court of Siam, and negotiate a 
treaty of commerce that will be mutually satisfactory. 

A new canal is to be cut connecting Bangkok and Ayuthia. 
This is a step in the right direction. This canal will render the 
entire plane between the Bangpakong and Chow Phya rivers sus- 
ceptible of paddy cultivation, make Bangkok a still greater rice 
port, augment the wealth of the paddy cultivators, and add largely 
to the Government income. 

The Una, loaded with sugar machinery for the Sugar Company 
of Hong Kong, will visit Bangkok to supply the machinery for 
the proposed Sugar works for this Company which are to be erected 
at Lakaunchaisee. The vessel will visit Saigon also. At this place 
the same company has an establishment, and another at Manila. 

If this company proves a success in Siam, and we see no reason 
why it should not, if the Siamese Government will only give it a 
fair chance, we see the way clear for a steamer to run regularly 
between this port and Hong Kong, and this measure will be 
fraught with immense benefit to Siam. Why should there not be 
likewise a railroad connecting Bangkok with Maulmain and Ran- 
goon on the east and Saigon on the west? Such a road would 
bring new regions under cultivation, and facilitate the transporta- 
tion of the produce of mines and of the soil to ready and remu- 
nerative markets. 

The only “ domestic ” occurrences that we note are the mar- 
riage of the son of H.E. the Kalahomo to Miss Koon Prom, the 
daughter of Phya Maha T’ep. and the report that his Majesty the 
King is now the father of three children, though he has but just 
past the seventeenth year of his age. Each of these were of 
course born of a separate mother.

“ When they do agree on the stage, their unanimity is wonder- 
ful,” writes Sheridan in The Critic, and we are forcibly reminded 
of the truth of tie speech put into the mouth of Mr. Puff on 
that occasion by the accounts which have been sent to us of 
the last meeting of the Legislative Council before the departure 
of Sir Harry Ord ona tour of observation. ‘he (Jovernor, with 
singular felicity, improved this opportunity by disarming the 
oldest and staunchest opponent of his policy. the Cuief Justice, 
hy a complete douche of compliments and congratulations, which 
contributed much more to the hilarity than the dignity of the 
Assembly, and evidently surprised the recipient of these formal 
courtesies as much as they amused the House. The Chief Jus- 
tice was, however, fully equal to the occasion. He returned thanks 
in a style quite as sincere, and a little more florid, than that of 
the Governor for the honour that had been enjoyed by him in 
being the devoted coadjutor of su distinguished a man in times 
so fraught with anxiety to the colouy, the weifare of which was, 
as everybody agreed, the dearest object of the Governor’s heart. If 
the Chief Justice had ever appeared to act in opposition to the 
Governor, he begyed it to be noted that he had ouly done 50 12 
“a Pickwickian sense.” And with this ceremonial parting the 
meeting came to adecent end, the Councillors having recovere 
their gravity by a violent etfort, and the Governor took his formal 
farewell. lt may be questioned, however, whether morc real re- 
spect would not have followed him home if heand his Council had 
parted on terms of candid and conscientious opposition rather 
than ina style of transparently-affected cordiality which impos¢ 
upon nobedy.

THE FOREIGN RELATIONS OF CHINA. 
(Condensed from the Edinburgh Review.) 


From Kiachta, on the borders of Western Mongolia, to London 
@ message can now be sent in less than twenty-four hours ; and 
the transit of travellers from London to Peking may now be 
securely done in six or eight weeks, either by land or by sea. So 
vast a change in the relations of time and distance could not 
fail to effect a corresponding change in the relations of China 
with the reat of the world. But a few centuries ago her 

eople might rejoice in their isolation and security, until at 
[ength the whole of Eastern Asia fell under their sway. Even 
the Japanese came from the isles beyond their coasts to 
borrow a written language, a religion, and a philosophy, and 
in doing so offered the sincerest homage. The Chinese people 
are well versed in these great facts; and their traditions 
are the source of those pretensions which we are too apt to 
despise as the mero caprice of barbarism. But they are facts 
and realities not to be put aside by superior intelligence, or blotted 
out by treaties, though countersigned, at the dictation of a foreign 
Power, with the vermilion pencil. If merchants and mission- 
aries in China had devoted a little more of their attention to the 
study of the people, they would have made much more satisfactory 
progress in overcoming the obstacles in their path—each in their 
separate calling. The course of time has‘not often brought about 
a stranger revolution in the destiny of nations than is disclosed 
now that China, which gave in long past ages the three great 
discoverics to Europe, by which the nations of the West have 
mainly achieved their superiority—the compass, printing and gun- 
powder—and also bestowed on us three of the greatest luxuries, 
silk, porcelain and tea—must receive the law from the descendants 
of the Teuton and the Celt. We may well look with some patience 
and forbearance at the wry faces the Chinese make under the 
process. ; : . 

The one great end of our intercourse with China, and the sole 
motive for any political relations with its rulers, is our commerce. 
If the Indian and Chinese markets were shut against us, our work- 
men would have to starve, or pinch as infallibly as if some con- 
vulsion of nature had cut us off from the vast corn lands of the 
Mississippi Valley, or of Southern Russia. A vast deal more 
therefore is at stake than the interests of a comparatively small 
number of merchants bent on making a fortune rapidly, aud not 
two scrupulous abut the means. The trade of Great Britain and 
its dependencies with China employs a vast capital, and gives pro- 
fitable employment to more than seven thousand ships under the 
British flag, with a tonnage of three million and a third of tons. 
If one or more ports of registry in China for British ships, and a 
law of partnership with limited liability, were provided by the 
legislature, these figures would be largely increased. For want 
of these nearly the whole of the steamer traffic and carrying trade 
on the Yangtaze is forced into the hands of foreigners, chiefly 
Americans. 

In order to compute the importance of our trade with China 
we must take into account the amount of British and Indian reve- 
nue derived from it. By the last year's revenue returns, the duty 
levied on tea, at the rate of 6d. per lb., produces £2,643,226 to- 
wards the whole revenue of £21,529,000 raised by the Customs. 
By the Indian returns we find the revenue from opium, the great 
bulk of which is exported for Chinese consumption, estimated at an 
average of from six to seven millions sterling. The proportion 
our trade in British manfactures to China bears to our commerce 
with other countries is insignificant at present, only amounting to 
£7,000,000 out of £100,000,000, but, as Sir Rutherford Alcock 
has pointed out, it has a constant tendency to increase at the 
average annual rate of £3,500,000. We cannot, thereforc, wisely 
confine our views to the present, and ought not, by a short-sighted 
economy or any mistaken policy, to risk all that is prospective. 
The trade in cottons and woollens from our looms is suscep- 
tible of almost unlimited extension ; and nothing more is required 
to this end than a better understanding with the Chincse Govern- 
ment to facilitate the transit of foreign goods into the interior. It 
might have been better if the merchants, in their memorials, had 
limited their demands and concentrated their efforts on this one 
great desideratum. Great innovations involve many considerations, 
economical and political, as well as international, and time and 
patience will both be necessary. 

Our trade with China, it must not be forgotten, helps to main- 
tain steam communication throughout the East. If the opium 
trade were to cease, we should have to provide £11,00U,000 to pay 
in part for tea and silk exported from China—not, as now, by 
means of a British product forwarded in national vessels, but by 
means of bullion purchased in the American States, and trans- 
mitted across the Pacific. An important link which binds Kastern 
trade to the United ap aes would be broken, and another 
would be forged in the chain “ which is soon firmly to con- 
nect China with the United States.” Although this expression 
was used by a Shanghai merchant in defence of the opium 
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trade, it is not less applicable to the trade generally and its bear 
ing on Imperial interests. Of trade and its hindrances, thanks t» 
the attempted revision of the Treaty of Tientsin, the public has 
heard from the several mercantile communities and chambers o¢ 
commerce located in China enough to remove all ignorance of tlie 
main facts. The hindrances are numerous, no doubt, and some of 
them might be removed at once if the Chinese Government could 
be induced to take the necessary steps. But others appear to be 
irremediable while the country remains in its present state, torn 
by insurrection, miserably misgoverned, and with a thoroughly 
corrupt administration. There is, indeed, a very general fecling 
among the mercantile bodies located in China that the Chinese 
can be forced to do anything foreign Powers may, with sufficier: 
determination, demand, without provoking such resistance «s 
leads to war; but even force has its limits when applied to a 
Government such as China at present possesses, or the whole maj; 
either collapse or be crushed by the process. 

The main grievance of the merchants lies in irregular and ex- 
cessive inland taxation. Many attempts have becn made to re- 
move this, but they have all failed for the obvious reason that 
they involve the alteration of the whole fiscal system of a vas: 
Eastern Empire for tho benefit of foreigners. Equally unreason- 
able are the imperious demands made by the merchants for the 
instant adoption of railroads and telegraphy, for the working of 
mines by foreign skill and machinery, for inland residence ant 
the right of acquiring real property in the interior with all the 
ache of extra-territoriality, for steam navigation through in- 
and waters, &c. But, if the Chinese are averse to such sweeping 
changes, are we to deny them any voice in matters affecting the 
welfare and destiny of their whole nation? Or will the British 
nation feel justified in going to war for the purpose of compellin 
an Eastern race to be civilised after our Western methods? It 
may be that the opposition to all these modern innovations comes, 
as alleged by the merchants, from the mandarins and literati ex- 
clusively. We believe it does. But are we to thrust aside tho 
whole of the educated and ruling classes, and leave the Govern- 
ment of the country to take care of itself, while we lay down our 
rails and telecraphic lines? Timo may be much better employed 
in considering by what means material progress may be mado 
than in going over the irrational proposals that have emanated 
from the open ports in China for the compression or expansion of 
China into a mould that would meet their views or further their 
interests. 

To many, we doubt not, what we are now going to say may 
seem paradoxical and utterly improbable as a matter of fact. 
Nevertheless, we say it with entire conviction of its truth. Tho 
main obstacles to any material improvement in China come from 
without and not from within. It is the foreigner, not the native, 
who creates the chief difficulty. We say ‘‘ the foreigner,” and he 
is not of one class or nation. Merchants, missionaries, and Go- 
vernments, all supply their quotas. They all help to fill up the 
witches’ cauldron. thefoverflow of which is scen in such murderous 
outrages as Tientsin has lately witnessed. The Chinese have an 
antipathy to all foreign races. With such a fund of instinctive 
dislike in all classes and more active elements of hostility con- 
stantly working in the hearts of the whole mandarin and educated 
classes, is it not plain that so much “latent heat” cannot fail to 
be a perennial source of danger ? At Tientsin, wherc the culminat- 
ing horror was perpetrated, there can be no reasonable doubt of 
the culpability of the mandarins, and the blood of the murdered 
may justly be laid to their charge. 

We are thus brought to the greatest difficulty, and by far the 
gravest cause of anxiety. Of all the dangers which menace our 
position in China, and the difficulties which surround the repre- 
sentatives of Foreign Powers, there are none to be compared with 
those created by the missionary question. If there were no mis- 
sionaries in China, the merchants would bring their share of dis- 
cord, and elements of danger. The importation of opium, the 
exportation of coolies, aad many other gziefs of the Chinese au- 
thorities and people would make trouble. Space will not allow us 
to go fully into the missionary question, or discuss the details of 
the Tientsin Massacre; but the whole order of proceeding, 
with the result, appears little better than a mockery of jus- 
tice. Chung How himself was so much implicated that it is 
an insult to have sent him to France with a mission to make the 
peace of the Chinese Government. But the danger created by 
the missionaries—the Roman Catholic missionaries especially, 
under the protectorate of France—has done more than all else 
to create a state of things very inimical to the maintenance of 
peaceable relations. So far as trade is concerned—trade simply, 
and without political or missionary accompaniments—the Chi- 
nese as a nation are well disposcd. ‘Chey—that is the rulin+ 
classes, and people not directly engaged in it, do not desire foreign 
trade ; and. if they had a free choice would certainly shut it out. 
But, as things are, they are willing trade should be carried on if 
they are not pushed too far or too violently in the way that 
foreign merchants would have them compelled to go. Whatare we 
to promise ourselves as the result of any refusal to acquicsce in 
this neutral policy, and the adoption of measures to force them in 
a different course? We have heard so much of our difficulties in 
China that of late the public press has returned again and asain Co 
the subject, asking with a painful iteration—* What is te be dene 
with China?) What shall we du with China!" We cannot hel}. 





| recalling the answer given by Lord Melbourne to @ similar in- 
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cairy in a home difficulty—“ Can’t you leave it alone?” Can we 
not leave China alone, so far as any effort is concerned to force 
upon her what some Utopian philosophers call “progress and 
civilisation ?”” When our trade is in question, or the lives and 
p. operty of those engaged in it, we have a clear course before us ; 
but the conditions become complicated and confused if we a 
schemes of civilisation and progress, and supcradd to them reli- 
gi .vus propagandism and the conversion of the heathen. It is very 
di Micult to say where any one of these allied objects may land us. 
Our views on the present situation and more immediate pros- 
pects in China are easily summed up. The halcyon days of rapid 
fortunes have passed never to return. Trade increases, but passes 
more and more into Chinese hands. Foreign merchants are gra- 
dually disappearing, except from the larger ports, and at these, 
such is the increase of competition that the most fortunate are 
simply able to pay their expenses. None are making fortunes save 
those who have no capital to lose, and call themselves bill- 
brokers. Since the massacre of Tientsin our position in China 
has greatly changed for the worse. We are now only safe so long 
as we are not attacked, and, day by day, those now resident in 
the country take their chauce of this only too probable contin- 
gency. Measures in anticipation of danger must be taken if any 
real protection is to be secured. The best deterrent of crime and 
treachery in China is undoubtedly the known strength to resist, 
or the power to punish. Through the Chinese rulers neither of 
these will ever be secured. All that has been done by the 
Chinese Government has been illusive and inadequate. If the 
French were in a position to act alone, they would for a time beat 
all conceit out of the most obstinate of the Celestial race, 
end inflict a lesson that would leave little to be desired, as to 
effectiveness. But, if France were left to act alone, great mischief 
would inevitably follow; and it is probable that, in the pre- 
sent state of that country, she will be unable to act at all. 
Already much evil has been caused by the domineering spirit and 
intermeddling policy of the French agents, as well as by the ultra- 
montanism of the missionaries under their protection. It would 
be utterly destructive of all hope of maintaining peace or amity 
with either Chinese rulers or people, and would pave the way for 
the disintegration of the Empire, or its partition among the foreign 
2‘owers, if China were compelled to accept such terms of peace as 
t might please France, in her own political or missionary interest, 
to dictate. After all, however much we may regret thcir chronic 
state of antagonism, it is impossible not to admit that the Chinese 
ruling classes may not be wholly wrong if they conceive that a 
nation of some three or four hundred millions was not made 
merely for ee trade, and that foreign nations and merchants 
mulgbt grow rich, or even that foreign statesmen and political 
philosophers might enjoy, free of cost, a new and vast field for 
experiments. They may be pardoned if they sometimes feel—and 
feel strongly—that every other interest and object in the Empire 
should not be wholly subordinated to their commercial relations, 
or the nation governed entirely and exclusively by the demands of 
foreign merchants or the will of Foreign States. 





THE DUTCH RULE IN JAVA. 

Some days ago a telegram was received from Batavia, stating 
that the Governor-General, Mr.. MyEr, had suspended the de- 
crees respecting the Government reformsin the Preanger regen- 
cies, owing to the First Chamber of the States-General in Hol- 
land having rejected the East India Budget. The decrees alluded 
to were, however, promulgated by the Governor-General so 
hastily that, according to the Batavinsch Handelsblad, the 
population in these regencies had already arranged them- 
selves according to their tenor, and, of course, general dissa- 
tisfaction will prevail. The natives have to pay for the bad 
system by which Java is governed. The higher wages for 
planting coffee will not be paid, notwithstanding that they 
have already been promulgated in Mr. Myer’s decree. We 
hear from Holland that the new Minister of the Colonial 
Dopartment, Mr. van Bosse, will support the measure re- 
garding the reforms in the Preanger regencies, 80 that per- 
haps the decrees of Mr. Myer will yet be brought into 
action ; but it will be very difficult to convince the native 
population that they will not again be disappointed, since the 
Dutch Government has once violated a solemn engagement. 
The whole affair affords another proof that the manner in 
which the colonies in the Far East are ruled by the Dutch 
Government calls for a complete reform. 


Tus Edinburgh Review has commenced the year with an 
ar-icle of thirty pages on the foreign relations of China, 
~yLich our readers will find condensed in another part of our 
poper. We regret that the evident animus of the writer 
should have led him into such a strange description of the 
foreign merchants in China, of whom he says, “The most 
“ fortunate are simply able to pay their expenses, and none 
“ aro making fortunes, save those who have no capital to 
* :ose, and call themselves bill-brokers.” 
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In another column we publish an interesting letter from 
& correspondent on the subject of the ports of Formosa, 
which our Government recently proposed to abandon, for the 
sake of a small saving, notwithstanding the promising re- 
sults of its first year’s trade. Fortunately, their intention 
has been frustrated, and our correspondent’s comparison of 
the infancy of the now important port of Foochow with the 
opening of Formosa affords good reason to hope that the 
trade of the latter will be in time equally valuable.

OUR POLICY IN CHINA. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

In a recent article we endeavoured to point out a prevailing error 
in the direction of the efforts made by the mercantile communities in 
China to influence their Government at home, and compel them to 
adopt a policy more in consonance with the wishes, if not the true in- 
tereats, of the merchants—about which latter clause there might be 
two opinions. We said that in attacking the individuals entrusted in 
China with British authority as if they were responsible for the policy 
adopted, they mistook the proper object ofattack ifthe policy was bad. 
In the second place, they erred, we thought, in their own interest in 
showing a decidedly hostile and aggrcasive spirit towards the Chinese

adopted in speaking of them in the local press. The free exercise of 
speech and freedom of the preas which is the guarantee of its full enjoy- 
ment in the western hemisphere exist under certain checks and condi- 
tions which, as a rule, prevent abuses calculated to work great mischief. 
The degree in which a free press is valuable and not dangerous must de- 
pend greatly on the general knowledge of facts pretended or discussed ; 
now in China there is no such knowledge. Such articles of the local press 
asare denunciatory of the whole system of administration — the Govera- 
ment and all the officials— reaches the Chinese by means of translations, 
without any of the corrections an English community could supply. 
The only influence these angry effusions are likely to exercise musi 
be a pernicious one. A spirit of distrust and irritation, if not of more 
active hostility, is kept up, and then we wondcr that outbreaks such 
as we have been lamenting should take place without any effective 
interference on the part of the officials. These outspoken memorials 
and local newspapera have no influence on the legation and con- 
sulates, who must carry out their instructions whether the merchants 
approve or otherwise. They are equally inoperative for good with the 
Chinese Government, while they very certainly have 4 direct tendency 
to produce ill- feeling and a total indisposition to listen to the Minister 
or Consuls when pressing for further concessions or improvements. If 
the merchants desire any change in the treaty, or in their position and 
privileges, it is to their own Government they should look ; and the 
representations made to it, however strongly worded, in reference to 
their grievances, real or imaginary, would not increase the evil b7 
alarming and exasperating the whole official class of China. And 
these, be it remembered, are the actual rulers of the country, and with- 
out their concurrence, however obtained, nothing that the merchanis 
desire can be enjoyed or secured. So much as to ways and means. !f 
we were less anxious for the success of the mercantile community in 
many directions, or had less sympathy with their anxicty about t1¢ 
future—for which anxiety we think they have abundant grounds—we 
should not have devoted so much space to the subject. Turning now 
to the policy they advocate as a remedy for all the ills they suffer, we 
take up Dr. Thin again as the latest exponent of the Anglo-Chinece 
theory of a policy applicable to China. 

“Tf,” this writer observes, ‘I have explained myself with sufficient 
fulness and clearness, I should now be in a position to indicate whxs 
seems to me to be the only satisfactory basis on which we can now 
have relations with China.” And then having sufficiently denounced 
all authorities and their acts, and reprobated the latest instructions of 
the Foreign-office, he starts free to lay down his basis. 

“If foreigners are to be safe in China, the mandarin of each district 
must be made responsible for their safety, and that responsibility 
must not be to the Emperor at Peking, but to the nearest foreign 
consul. If this course be undertaken there will be no more 
maseacres. There must be no long correspondences between] the 
coast and Peking, and perhaps to Europe, during which the 
time to strike is lost, and punishment, if it were to be in- 
flicted, would be inflicted in vain. The mandarin must be assured 
that the crime will bring speedy punishment. The person of a fo- 
reigner must be made to be sacred. Assaults and murders must be 
instantly punished, and with severity. An intelligent Chinaman at 
Tientsin, speaking of the massacre to an Englishman, said, ‘A few 
years ago no onc dare touch the dog of a foreigner, now foreigners 
themselves are killed with impunitv !’ The former times must be 
brought back again. It is useless for us to attempt to fathom the 
labyrinths of plot and falsehood which conceal the clue to these de- 
monstrations against foreigners, because we can never get at the truth. 
But we know that the mandarins can prevent them occurring if they 
choose, and they will choose if their own safety is involved. This we 
can understand, and it is on this we must act.” 

Jlow assaults and murders are to be instantly punished if the 
offenders are not identified and arrested on the spot by survivors, 
which can very rarely happen, we are not told. Nor are we told by 
what spiritual or other medium the criminals are to be discovered in 
the event of there being any little difficulty about identity. Aad 
assuming they are discovered and identified, how are trial and con- 
viction to be secured? The Chinese authorities, we freely admit, are 
not to be trusted in such work. Doubtless, as Dr. Thin remarks, 
there is great difficulty in getting at the truth in China, and therefore 
he would seem to conclude it is useless to waste any time in the 
attempt. Yet when it comes to hanginga man for an alleged crime, 
or bombarding a town in order that we may make sure, if not of 
the actual criminals, of somebody being made to suffer the penalty, 
there ought surely to be some hesitation. Nevertheless, it is an es- 
sential principle that ‘assaults and murders must be instantly 
punished, and with severity.” Very true ; but how is this to be sec- 
cured? Dr. Thin says, “It is admitted that something must be 
done, but no one yet has been bold enough or confident enough in his 
knowledge to say what it is to be.” And to say the truth, after 
reading what that '‘something ” is to be, we cannot sufficiently admire 
“the confidence” of the Doctor if we distrust his knowledge. 

“The mandarin of cach district must be made responsible,” not to 
his own law or Government, but to the “ nearest. forcign consul "—a 
merchant consul of any nationalily—since these are many and the sala- 
ried consulaare few. Well, the mandarin, we will presume, is seized 
and “ held responsible ” by the active intervention of a hybrid fleet of 
gunboats and consuls—that is, responsible to produce the criminals. 
We come to another difficulty. Dr. Thin himself declares the “‘readi. 
ness of the mandarins to behead any number of the mob.” No 
doubt, then, ‘‘criminals” of this kind would be forthcoming under 
such pressure. But their trial and conviction upon perfectly 
satisfactory cvidence raises another little obstacle. The system 
of Chinese law rests upon the application of torture to accused 
and witnesses alike if there be any doubt, as was the prac- 
tice with us in the days of Bacon. Hitherto we have shut our 
eyes and closed them very hard to this unpleasant truth, ng 
algo to the further fact that every time we appealed to the Chinese 
authorities to do justice we have in effect been parties to a trial by 
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torture. It is unpleasant, but truc. It secms that, after all these 
preliminary difficulties were overcome, the choice would lie between 
nanging the mandarin at the yardarm of onc of these executive 
eunboats—after, say, an impromptn naval court, presided over by 
the consul, and its decision carried into execution by the licutenant 
--or taking the first half-dozen unfortunate wretches any mandarin 
would find to his hand, and giving them the same measure of justice, 
since it is stipulated that “assaults and murders must be instantly 
punished with severity.” For our part we should take the mandarin, 
on the chance of his being, if not a criminal, at least an enemy. As 
for the hybrid fleet, half Chinese and half foreign, at the call of 
every nation’s consul, with its Chinese crew and foreign officers 
all paid by Chinese duties taken from the customs, that they might 
supersede Chinese authority and Chinese law, we need not waste 
time in considering the fitness of the instruments. ‘Quis custodiet 
enstodes ?”’ may fairly be asked. Who is to be responsible for the use 
riade of such instraments? Of course the concurrence or sanction of 
12e Chinese Government is not considered necessary ; but the concur- 
r2nce of all the other Treaty Powers might be worth a moment's 
thought, because if refused there would be another and a serious diffi- 
ealty. Whether the consul, commander of the gunboat, or captured 
tAandarin is to act the part of sheriff’s officer is, perhaps, not very 
material. Somebody would have to play hangman—that, at least, is 
very clear. These are mere matters of detail. 

But there is one matter in this connection not altogether so trivial, 
yerhaps. Whether the Chinese Government’s provincial authorities 
and the population generally would be so entirely acquiescent and ap- 
proving, or so profoundly impressed with the equity of this provost- 
warshal style of ensuring justice, does not seem to usaltogether clear, 
though it evidently is no cause of perpen ly to Dr. Thin. Still we 
cannot help thinking that to the British public this summary and 
«tbitrary policy will seem worse than the Duke of Somerset’s inevitable 
¢ mnboate, with all the eccentricities attributed to them and the Anglo- 
Chinese Communities by his grace. Our readers will not wonder very 
1::ach after these evidences of our anthor’s “confidence” and “‘ know- 
\sdge ” in Chinese affairs, that he concludes his work by the following 
cucouraging and consolatory reflection, quoting from a Report of the 
.- legates of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce :—

Tue‘ Corry Sark.”—The Glasgow Herald has the following upon 
the outward voyage of the Cutty Sark :—The Cutty Sark paased Deal 
on the 20th November, and on the 23rd she was spoken 240 miles 
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north of the equator. The distance from Deal by the chart to latitude 
4 N. 23 W. (where she was spoken) is 3,400 nautical miles, making an 
average speed of 254 miles per day, or at the rate of 12} statute miles 
per hour. This certainly is a most wonderfal speed for a sailing ves- 
sel, and, we believe, has never been surpassed or equalled. The Cutty 
Sark isa composite ship, 1,316 tons n.M., classed at Lloyd's 16 years 
Al, isin the China trade, and owned by Messrs. J. Willis and Son, 
London. She was designed and modelled by Mr. Hercules Linton, 
and built by Messrs. Scott and Linton, Dambarton. 

The Silver Eagle, 8, troop-ship, arrived at Devonport on the 12th 
inat., and wont alongside the dockyard to embark the troops for con- 
veyance to Japan. On the 14th the draft of the 1st battalion 10th 
(North Lincoln) Regiment, consisting of Licuts. Blake and Huntley ; 
Ensigns Peyton, Short, and Paton, four sergeants, three corporals, one 
drummer, 268 privates, five women, and two children, was marched 
from the Millbay barracks, Plymouth, to Devonport, where it was em- 
barked. The Silver Eagle remained in the harbour twenty-four hours 
after the troops were on board, and was then finally inspected. She 
sailed at noon on the 15th, but is detained in Plymouth Sound by the 
severe weather. 

AN application for a rule nisi for a new trial in the action of ‘‘ Dent 
v. Nickalls,” in which a point of great importance to members of the 
Stock Exchange is involved, was granted on the 14th inst. The case 
will be remembered as that in which a clerk at Yokohama was regis- 
tered by a stock jobber as a transferee of sharcs, and in which the 
practice of so registering men of straw was justified on the ground that 
it was the custom of the Stock Exchange. 


Foreign Irielligence. 


THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamnora, Jan. 10. 

When the King of Prussia awoke on the morning of New Year’s-day 
he found himself Emperor of Germany, and ufter attending Divine 
service in tho beautiful chapel of the Palace at Versailles, he held a 
levée in the gorgeous Salle des Glaces, which had often been used for 
the same purpose by Louis XIV. and his successors. Though nothing 
official has transpired on the subject, it cannot be doubted that the 
question of his Majesty's assumption of the Imperial title has already 
given rise to discussions at headquarters, though of course they are 
subordinate to the craver and more important deliberations on the mili- 
tary operations now in course of execution. The several cities of Ger- 
many where former Emperors were crowned are contending fiercely, 
and putting forward their respective claims for the honour of the coro- 
nation ceremony being performed within their walls, Among these are 
Frankfort, Aachen, and Nuremberg, and even Worms endeavours to 
prove its historical claims; perhaps the late appointment of Count Bis- 
mark and Gencral Moltke to the honorary freedom of the city may have 
had something to do with it, and be used as a captatio benerolentia in 
favour of theancicnt Luther city. Inthe meantime there is reason to 
believe that the subject is not yet ripe for a decision, and that it will be 
left in abeyance till the war is over; certain it is that hitherto the King 
has not communicated his intentions to any of his most ardent sup- 
porters and intimute friends and relations. But whilst the other cities 
have contented themselves with putting forth their claims, the magis- 
tracy of Frankfort have perhaps stolen a march on their competitors by 
taking a decided step that has created great surprise and made a deep 
impression both at Berlin and Versailles; they have sent in a loyal ad- 
dress to the King, congratulating him on his election as German Em- 
peror, and praying for the honour of his coronation, as has been the 
custom ever since the time of Friedrich Barbarossa. It is very possible 
that this consideration may have a certain decree of weight with the 
new Emperor, but I cannot help thinking that under the altered cir- 
cumstances of the case he will be more inclined to break with the tra- 
ditions of the past, and decide that the coronation shall take place at 
Berlin. If I were a betting man [ should back Berlin against the field. 

I have nothing to say to-day about commerce or shipping. The frost 
has been very severe, the thermometer having for several consecntive 
nights been as low as 17 dez. below zcro of Reaumer, or 6} deg. below 
zero of Fahrenheit. The Elbe is quite frozen over as far down as Gluck- 
stadt, and passable for artillery and loaded waggons. A regular service 
of sledges for passengers has been organised between this city and Stade, 
Within the last day or two, however, the cold is not so intense, and there 
are indications of an approaching thaw. 

Our Hamburg regiment (the 76th of the Line) has been in nine 
different actions, and shown great valour and fichting qualities, but has 
suffered such severe losses that twice bodies of reserves have been sent 
off to France to bring up the regiment to its numerical strength on the 
war footing, till which they are kept out of active service in the field, 
and this will also give them time to recover from the hardships they 
have had to endure in marching and fichting during a hard frost, and 
bivouacking afterwards in the open air. 

The North German Lloyd’s steamship Ohio, just arrived at Bremer- 
haven from Baltimore, has brought a magnificent sword of honour of 
Amcrican workmanship as a present from the Ger nan ladies at Balti- 
more to General Count Moltke. The blade is of silver, and the sheath, 
which is most elaboratcly chased and studded with precious stones, is of 
| massive gold. The sword has been forwarded to the General at Ver- 
sailles ; it was insured for $3,000. 

The Irhutzk Gazetie publishes a list of 106 cold-washings to be let on 
, louse, by public biddings, in virtne of the new regulations concerning 

private gold claims. At the same time, that journal announces the fresh 
l discovery of forty-three gold regions in different parts of Siberia, as well 

as a bed of copper in the district of Jeneissensk, near the confluence of 
the Remir and Pika. 

The advent of the new year has brought the Germans a great boon 
in the new Criminal Code, which has just come into operation, and is 
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much more mild an& humane in its judgments and penalties than any 
of its predecessors, the punishment of death being also abolished, ex- 
cept for high treason and treason against the State. 

Accounts from St. Petersburg state that the subject of the Siberian 
Railway has again been discussed by the Council of State, and the three 
different tracings for the line compared, but as each of them had its 
supporters in the Council, no definite decision could be come to, and it 
is again postponed for another month. 

The officers of Garibaldi’s mixed corps that have been made prisoners 
are confined in the fortress of Konigsberg, but only those of French 
birth are admitted to parole, all the other nationalities —Poles, Italians, 
Greeks, and Spaniards—being under prison discipline in the outlying 
Fort Haberberg. 

On the 27th ult. a great fire broke out at Nijninovgorod, which de- 
stroyed threo rows of warehouses, with their contents, The loss is es- 
timated at 500,000 roubles. 

Another remittance from the German residents in China for the relief 
of the sufferers by the war has been received here, and acknowledged in 
the local press. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorreepaM, Jan. 10. 

The first days of the New Year brought us a new Cabinct; the 

homines novi being Messrs. Gericke and Booms —Messrs. Thorbecke, 
van Bosse, Jolles, Bluss¢é, and Brocx, who, however, can scarcely be re- 
garded as new men. The news was indeed a surprise. No one thought 
that the vague rumour, which I alluded to in my last, would be 
realised. It is said that on the 29th December the King directed Mr. 
Thorbecke to form aCabinet; on the 30th he commenced his task, and 
the new list was published on the 3rd January by the Staats Courant. 
So much haste was made that the release of the Minister of War, Mr. 
van Mulken, from his daties as Minister for Foreign Affairs ad interim, 
was forgotten. I think that the new Cabinet has three advantaxes, the 
principal being that we have a Ministry. Three months we were with- 
out one, and people began to doubt whether seven persons could be 
found to accept portfolios; indeed, several papers say that these men 
have sacrificed themselves in behalf of the country. The second ad- 
vantage is that this Cabinet is a constitutional one; and the third 
that it is Liberal. Another question is whether the public is con- 
tented, and this I think I must answer in the negative. There are 
but very few journals—only the thick and thin supporters of Mr. 
Thorbecke (such as the Arnhemsche Courant)—who applaud the 
new Cabdinet unconditionally. The other journals are all more or less 
reserved. You willremember that for some years there has been a split 
in the Liberal party; the followers of Mr. Thorbecke incline more 
and moretowards Conservatism, and those of Mr. van de Putte remain 
what they were, without having the hardiesse to become Radicals. 
Months ago it was publicly said—and the behaviour of Mr, Thorbecke 
proved the truth of the on dit—that he, especially with regard to the 
Colonial question, adhered more and more to Conservative principles. 
Of course this creates a good deal of distrust, and both the leading 
papers, Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant and Hancdelsblad, warn the 
Cabinet that if the new Ministers do not hold faithfully to Liberal prin- 
ciples they will fight against them @ outrance. There are, however, 
other respectable journals who are of opinion that the split will be re- 
moved by the formation of this Cabinet ; it may be—but only time 
can show. The name of the President, Mr. Thorbecke, creates some 
distrust amongst the Liberal ranks ; the more go is this the case with re- 
gard to Mr. van Bosse, who has been, mirabile dictu, appointed Minis- 
ter of the Colonies. You will remember that in the last Cabinet he was 
charged with the Portfolio of the Department of Finance, and Heaven 
knows why he was not again appointed to that department instead of 
the Colonies. So much is certain, that he knows nothing about the 
Colonies but what he may have learned from books and Parliamentary 
discussion. But he is an able statesman, and perhaps he may do moro 
good than those gentlemen who, yeur after year, promised the reforms 
which are so necessary in Java, but who never realised the expectations 
which were formed thereon ; but on the other side the fear may be well 
founded that Mr. van Bosse is tuo petty a financial mun for a Liberal 
Colonial Minister. The name of Mr. Blussé sounds better; he is a 
member of the old Liberal guard, a vehement enemy of the hated 
system of sending the produce of Java to Holland for sale, and 
believes it wiser to sell the produce of Java in Java, and to mako the 
colony an open market for the world. He further may be regarded 
as a Radical with reference to fivancial matters—and a supporter of 
an income-tax, that horror of slow Dutchmen. Mr. Jolles, the pre- 
sident of the League for Peace, is said to be a most able jurist, 
who at last will release us from the ‘‘ Code Napoleon,” which is 
still in force in our country. The same good expectations are en- 
tertained of Colonel Booms, a young man who is thoroughly Liveral 
and energetic, and one who will certainly apply those reforms in our 
system of defence which are so necessary. Last, not least, comes Mr. 
Geericke, who is an able diplomatist, and thereabove a “ Baron,” so 
that he will find grace in the eyes of our Conservatives. This is ina 
few lines the chronique of the new Cabinet, which is regarded with both 
hope and fear. Future events will prove who are in the right, the 
optimists or the pessimists ; but, as I said above, the greatest grievance 
is that Mr. Thorbecke, the soul of the Cabinet, has of late declined in 
popularity and strength. I hear that the Second Chamber will mect in 
the first days ot February for the despatch of busincss, Another ru- 
mour I am obliged to insert, notwithstanding I do not believe one word 
of it—the Hague correspondent of the Utrechtsch Dagblad says that 
Mr. van Bosse has accepted the portfolio of the Colonial Depariment 
only for a time, in order that he should be appointed Governor-Gene- 
ral of Java, in placo of Mr. Mycr, who will repatriate. The J/andels- 
blad also says that this Minister is only appointed ad interim. 

Some weeks ago I told you something about the Catholic movement 
for inducing the King to take diplomatic or even more urgent measures 
to restore the Pope to his temporal power. This movement has again 
been promoted, owing to the uncertainty which prevails with regard to 
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the answer given by our Government to the circulars issued by the Ita- 
lian Government on the 29th August and 7th September, 1870. The 
Minister of Foreign Aftuirs, ad interim, declared on the 19th December 
that the Dutch Government ‘had remained quite neutral. The Kolnische 
Zeitung states, however, that our Government stated on the 22nd Oc- 
tober, after the Italians had mastered Rome, that Italy had done enough 
for the Pope, and that no one could desire that anything more should be 
done, The Conservative papers ask for further information, of course, 
to please their beloved Catholic supporters. It is, however, very strange 
that the Staats Courant did not give some clucidation. This makes 
the behaviour of our Cabinet more questionable. The Nieuwe Rotter- 
damache'Courant says to-day that the former Cabinet did not violate 
our neutrality with regard to Italy. 

Like the wintry weather, the fierceness of the war undergoes no abate- 
ment. At the very outset of the New Year dreadful events seem to be 
impending, which will add to the catalogue of horrors and disasters. 
The fall of Paris, which from the progress famine appears to be 
making cannot be much longer delayed, it is not at all certain will 
have any effect in bringing the warto aclosc. Poor France! The sym- 
pathy of the Dutch, which at first was on the side of the Germans, has 
turned now towards the French, and large sums of money, besides great 
quantities of seed, are being contributed on behalf of the commission 
which has been established on behalf of the poor French peasants. Their 
a aaad are recoinmended to the benevolence of our compatriots in the 

ast. 

The first telegram which Reuter’s agent forwarded us by the direct 
telegraphic line from Batavia was not very favourable. We were told 
by it that the Swiss soldiers belonging to the East India Army had or- 
ganised a plot to murder the Governor-General and Mr. Myer—poor 
fellow !—and overmaster the isle. Of course no one believed the news; 
but it is, nevertheless, very strange that the Government would not 
spend f.150 in order to contradict officially, ‘‘ by telegraph,” the canard 
by which Mr. Reuter inaugurated this new line, which already has proved 
of the greatcst importance, especially to trade. 

At last the direct steam line between Holland and America will be 
carried out. Ihave reason to believe that a company has been formed 
here with a capital of f.900,000, the half of which has been furnished 
by the City bankers upon a mortgage on the two steamers which are to 
be built for this service. Messrs. Plate and Reuchlin are appointed 
managers. 

I regret that I have to record the death of the eminent artist Mr. 
Van Schendel. He died at Brussels on the 28th December, and was 
born on the 21st April, 1806, at Terhcyde, near Breda. His pictures 
were for the greater part sold in England, and for some of them more 
than 2,000 guineas were paid. 

Mr. A. S. van Nierop has published a pamphlet to prove that the 
shareholders of the Oost Indische Maatschappy van Lyfrenten are, by 
Art. 31 of the § ; .«:, compelled to pay up the shares in fall. You 
will remember that wany of them have declined to do so. 

The East Indiaman /acbié has arrived at Texel, and landed the pilot 
of the Soestdyk, about which steamer much anxiety prevailed. The 
belief was that she had foundered, but happily it is now proved that she 
arrived, all well, at Teneriffe. 

The failure of a mercantile house at Amsterdam, which has been 
spoken of during the last day or two, is now announced to be that of H. 
M. von Hengel, in the India trade, with gross liabilities amounting to 
about £80,000. 

The small-pox, which has prevailed for some time in several towns, 
has assumed a more epidemical character. The percentage of deaths of 
those attacked is very great.

THE JAPANESE COLLECTION. 

WE have received a general description of the con- 
tents of the Japanese Museum, collected by the late vene- 
rable Baron von SIEBOLD during his long sojourn in Japan, 
which we recently noticed as likely to form a valuable 
acquisition for the British Government. Baron von Siz- 
BoLD’s collection is at present exhibited in one of the depart- 
ments of the Royal Museum at Munich, where it occupies 
several Jarge rooms ; 50 that a favourable opportunity offers 
for a British Commission to examine and report upon it if 
our suggestion should be taken up. There seems but little 
chance of the Bavarian Government being able to carry out 
their engagement with the Barov, as the Chambers have re- 
fused to vote the sum agreed upou, and are not likely to be 
made more favourable to the scheme by the prolongation of 
the war. A perusal of the catalogue before us confirms our 
impression that it would be a great pity that n collection so 
unique, and which it has cost so much labour to furm, should be 
allowed to pass out of the jurisdiction of this country, which is 
so largely interested in Japan. The list comprises printed books 
and woodcuts illustrative of the history, geography, religion, 
laws, literature, and biography of the Japanese ; drawings 
and paintings, including many portraits of ominent natives, 
hesides agricultural, botanical, and zoological pieces ; coins 
and medals; weights and measnres; musical instruments ; 
architectural models and decorations ; arms and accoutre- 
ments ; besides a large collection of natural products, ani- 
mal, mineral, and vegetable ; and an assortment of mannfac- 
tures, including pottery and glass, lacquer-ware, leather, silk, 
embroidery, joiners’ work, and many other branches of 
native industry. Having regard to the value of the collec- 
tion, and the smallness of the amount for which it may be 
now acquired —£5,000—we hope that the desirableness of 
its acquisition will be pressed upon the authorities of the 
British Museum or similar institutions. 








In another column we extract a second article on our 
policy in Chiva from the Pall Afall Gazette. It does not 
contain the promised information ; it is not a reply to ours 
of last week ; it is simply a laboured apology for Mr. Wape’s 
policy under the disguise of a criticism of Dr. Trx’s book. 
We extract it mainly on account of its authorship, which it 
reqnires no supernatural penetration to discover. It is by 
such plausible arguments of the “how not to do it” school 
that the official mind often seeks to stem the tide of public 
opinion ; and weshould not be surprised if the present article 
were followed by two or three more in the same channel, and 
for the especial “edification” of Cuunc How, to whom, of 
course, the Pall Mall will be held up as the acknowledged 
organ of English sentiment. Until, however, the writer 
condescends to sketch out the policy which he really recom- 
mends, instead of excusing that which public feeling has 
unanimonsly condemned, his articles are not likely to lead to 
avy practical result. 





Tux Bishop of Victorta (Hong Kong) once more proceeds 
to his diocese, after a lengthened absence, which does not seem 
to have in any way inconvenienced the community of that 
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place, who, we suspect, do not believe in the utility of 
bishop at all. We lately informed our readers that Bishop 
AtForp and the Church Missionary Society were at issue as 
to the appointment of another bishop for North Uhina, thus 
dividing and complicating the duties. We quote in another 
column a notice of the subject fromthe Record. We under- 
stand that the Rev. Canon Beacu, the Colonial Chaplain at 
Hong Kong, now at home, has applied for an extension of 
leave, and that it is very doubtful if he will again take up 
the post. 














We are glad to notice a great improvement in the intelli- 
gibility of the messages from Singapore and Batavia, al- 
though we regret to observe that the company have advanced 
the rates to £6 3s. for Singapore, and £7 5s. for Batavia. 
These rates are charged by the Indo-European as well as the 
Submarine Company. It will be some comfort for our China 
friends to know that no increase in these rates will be de- 
manded for Hong Kong when the cable is laid. With regard 
to messages to and from the latter place, there isa further diffi- 
culty through the Dutch Government refusing to receive 
« symbol ” messages except at the increased rates charged for 
“cipher” messages. This is a most unaccountable and arbi- 
trary restriction, as the telegraphist has no more labour with 
“ symbol” messages than any other words, being simply ordi- 
nary words which the sender and receiver arrange shall stand 
for certain meavings. A movement is now in progress which 
it is hoped will induce the Dutch authorities to remove this 
obstacle. 


Tur steamer Agnes, belonging to the Telegraph Con- 
struction Company, has left Falmouth for Singapore, vid 
Suez Canal, with the first section—about 136 miles—of the 
Submarine Cable to be laid from Singapore to Hong Kong. 
She will be followed by the Be/yian with 508 miles, the Kan- 
garoo with 582, and the Minia with 406 ; total, 1,632 miles. 
The question of laying a link to Saigon is, of course, still 
undecided, owing to the continuance of the war. In all pro- 
bability the cable to Hong Kong will be completed early iu 
May. 

Weare glad to see that the Lahloo, Captain SurrH, owned 
by Mr. AxEx. Rovegr, of Glasgow, maintains her prestige, 
and has again made a splendid passage from Foochow, which 
port she left on the 13th Oct., arriving in the Thames on 
the 17th instant—96 days. The Leander, Captain PstHe- 
nipaz, be'onging to the Merchant Shipping Company, also 
noted in previous seasons for rapid passages, has not been so 
fortunate, having left Foochow on the 6th Oct., arriving also 
on the 17th—103 days.

THE MISSION OF CHUNG HOW. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,— Yesterday's telegrams report H.E. Chung How, the newly- 
appointed Envoy Extraordinary from China to France, as having 
arrived at Alexandria, and so, if what you anticipate in the last 
issue of the London and China Telegraph be correct, before you 
again go to press the Envoy and suite may be in comfortable 
quarters in London. This, in my opinion, will be a circumstance 
to rejoice at, for it marks the opening of a page in the mysterious 
book of China, which, if carefully attended to, may prove of great 
advantage in our future intercourse with that country. Unfor- 
tunately for the magnate, unfortunately for the cause of progres 
the circumstances out of which the mission has been institute 
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are so painful and meas ene that even the minds of men 
who have lived long in the country, and given heed to its career, 
are clouded in regard to the course which we ought to pursue. © 


Chung How himself comes to us charged, absolutely charged, 
by the Chambers of Commerce of Shanghai and Hong Bong, with 

ilty participation in the massacre of a score of Europeans, a 
Aiea of them being helpless inoffensive holy women; but it 
should not be forgot, in thinking of this, that there is no direct 
proof in support of their allegation, while the correspondent of The 
Times, no mean expert at forming a judicial opinion, gives it as 
his (as quoted by you), that though the prefect and sub-profect 
(equivalent to our Lord Mayor and the Recorder) tried to obtain 
his countenance to the proposed deeds, they failed ; and while it 
ia thought he knew of what was going to happen, it is certain he 
did nothing, evon when apple’ to, to avert the deeds ;—though 
(most marked feature in his favour), when they were done, he 
was aghast with horror, and has not failed since in doing all 
in his power to alleviate the anguish the massacre has caused. 


Desirous of seeing England and the world obtaining all the 
benefit that may be derived from the intercourse which may ro- 
sult from Chung How’s presence here, and satisfied, from what I 
have said above, that he is hardly likely to find a fair field and 
reasonable favour until some of the doubts regarding him have 
been cleared away, permit me, Sir, to say a word or two more on 
his behalf. 


Some weeks ago I wrote to you from Malvern that Tartar offi- 
cials do not know how to act, and that, whereas they would deal 
reasonably with Westerns if they could, they are not permitted by 
a majority of the native-born officers, men of the lowest grade of 
feeling. Now Chung How happens to be one of these thwarted 
Tartar officials, and for several years past has heen quite popular 
among foreigners at Tientsin, where he held the office of Taoutai or 
Superintendent of Customs. As a blood relation of the Emperor, 
indeed, no mandarin, in or out of the country, has more claims to 
our esteem on the score of pow gece But to understand the 

sition properly I must refer you to another passage of my 
etter, in which I pointed out that the native officials are 
attempting to oust the Manchus from the throne. They will 
not attempt this openly, they are too cowardly; so they 
endeavour to gain their end by promoting internecine strife, and 
by embroiling the Court with foreign Powers. As I have shown, 
by what we learned from the Tartar Governors at Canton, 
when we held that city, and countenanced them in their offices as 
Viceroy and Commander of the Forces, this system of thwarting 
and cross purposing has been going on in the provinces for years ; 
but it is only lately, since the reduction of the Taeping rebellion 
by British aid, that the schemes have been seen more distinctly. 
To such an extent, in short, has the native party obtained an as- 
cendancy over the Manchu, that Prince Kung has to say he is sick, 
and his principal officers follow his example when they are satisfied 
they cannot carry out their intentions, an instance of this appear- 
ing when Mr. Seward, quondam political leader in the United 
States, could not obtain the interview Prince Kung had promised 
him ; and it was a remarkable circumstance that both Prince 
Kung and Wensiang, the Prime Minister, were away altogether 
from Peking when the Tientsin Massacre occurred. Ay, Sir, if 
Chung How be guilty of participation in those Tientsin crimes, so 
also are the Regent and his Tartar colleagues! They knew what 
was going to be, but they were powerless to avert the acts. Vice- 
roy Ma, at Nanking, was told of what was to happen there, and 
had he gone out of the way for a time, he might have been alive 
now. But he would not, and as a reward he was assassinated. 

Surely, Sir, I need say no more to show that if Chung How 
were a participator in the crimes we deplore, he could not help 
it ; and that it will be better for us to put away prejudice and 
listen patiently to the explanation he has to give, and which 
avowedly he goes to France to declare. 

Who knows but he will make a clean breast of it ;—will admit 
that both he and the Imperial party at Court were aware before- 
hand of what was going to happen at Tientsin, but had insuffi- 
cient strength to avert it? Assumed that Chung How does this, 
the momentous question then follows—What next ? 

As regards tho personale of the Envoy’s suite, I notice that Mr. 
O. Brown’s name stands first on the list, next M. Novion, and then 
M. Imbert —Tehming, the only other Celestial officer, being one of 
the party that accompanied Mr. Hart to Europe some years ago, 
and, as a matter of course, a kind of courier to the diplomat. 
Whether he be Tartar or Chinese is a question it would be well to 
be advised of. Ifa Chinese, he should be kept in the back ground, 
for his presence at an official interview would only be o bar to 
Chung How, and prevent him from opening his mouth as freely as 
he would. Mr. O. Brown, perhaps you know, has been in the Cus- 
toms service, and lately engaged in drilling Chinese troops at 
Tientsin for Chung How. M. Novion,a Frenchman, was assistant 
Commissioner of Customs at Chefoo; M. Imbert, also French, is 
fourth clerk and student Interpreter in the Customs office at 
Shanghai. The reason for my giving you these apparently 
trifling details is simply to corroborate my opinion that a very 
great deal depends on the kind of interpreter we employ to meet 
the Envoy. ‘Thomas Taylor Meadows, deceased, would have been 
the man to meet him, for he could converse in Manchurian.—I 
am, Sir, yours obediently, Tav.

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FOOCHOW AND FORMOSA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


812,—The letter of your correspondent, “An Old Resident on 
the East Coast of China,” on the proposed surrender of Formosa, 
says: “The withdrawal of the British consular establishments 
from the island of Formosa for reasons of economy induces me to 
give you a few extracts from opinions formerly expressed by offi- 
cials and others regarding the expectations about the trade of the 
port of Foo-chow-Foo, showing that ‘to err is but human.’” At 
one time it was seriously proposed to give up that port for some 
some the Chinese only very reluctantly conceded to the open- 
ing of it. 

Sir John Davis, in his “China‘during the War and since the 
Peace,” Vol. II. page 50, says, in speaking of the Treaty Ports, 
“That of Foo-chow-Foo had not yet been opened, but in June, 1844, 
Mr. T. Lay was despatched as Consul to that city, with such a 
limited establishment as the yet untried and not very promising 
features of the place seemed to warrant.” And further on, at 
page 73—‘“ The Consul (1845, at that time the most able of our 
Consuls) stated that the mandarins, whether they thought so or 
not, spoke despairingly of Foo-chow-Foo as a mart for foreigners.” 
True, the Consul gave only the opinions of the mandarins, not 
his own—good diplomacy. After speaking of the timber trade 
carried on, Sir John says :—“ The sugar is of a fine quality, and 
cheap, but it comes from Formosa.” 

Mr. Consul Jackson, in his report of Jan. 18, 1847, on the 
prospect of British trade at that port, said :—“ Direct payment in 
coin to any great amount is out of the question. The only 
article which can command it is opium, of which the consumption 
is considerable. About 1,400 to 1,500 chests are annually disposed 
of, and specie is drained from all quarters to pay forit. . . . 
The barter of black tea would appear to offer the only solid basis 
whereon to establish a permanent British trade at this port. It 
has been shown, by inquiries made among the tea-growers in the 
Bohea districts, particulars of which are contained in Mr. Alcock’s 
despatch to your Excellency, No. 35 of 1845, that this article 
(the most important staple of the province, and the only one 
which we could take in exchange, the others consisting princi- 
pally of spars, bamboo, bamboo roots, and dried fruits) can be put 
down in Foochow at 20 and even 25 per cent. less than at Canton.” 

Before the Select Committee on Commercial Relations with 
China, 1847, the Rev. G. Smith, in answer to a question from Mr. 
Hawes (2844), said that Foo-chow-l'oo was the most populous and 
the most important city of any of the northern four ports, but “i 
is not a place of very great trade, I should think. The number ot 
junks there is not half what it is at Amoy.” 

On the 3rd June, 1847, the late Mr. G. T. Braine, in answer to Sir 
G. S.Staunton’s inquiry, if he hadany expectation that it (Foo-chow- 
Foo) would be a source of commercial advantage to us, said, “ No, 
I was always of opinion, from what I saw of Foo-chow-Foo, that it 
would not bea place of very large foreign trade ;” and when asked 
if it had advantages from being near the Bohca country, answered, 
for particular descriptions of tea it has geographical advantages, 
but those are descriptions of tea which are gradually going out 
of use in England—what are termed the Ankoi kinds of tea. 
For most kinds of tea I believe it is not so advantageously situ- 
ated as Shanghai and Canton (4793). In answer to the following 
questions, 4794, he said :—‘I apprehend that you never can ex- 
tend trade in manufactures there except by the erp of tea, 
for they have very little bullion there ; their principal circulation 
is paper.” &c. Mr. Braine concluded his evidence on the Treaty 
Ports with saying he thought the trade would be mainly divided 
between Canton and Shanghat and that the other ports would be 
& mere insignificant percentage of the whole amount. These 
were the opinions of the officials, the learned, and the merchant 
—all three considered high authorities. 

Now as to the result. In the year 1845 the import trade in 
five British vessels amounted to $346,308, and the export to 
$328,608, together $674,916 ; whilst the Americans had a trade of 
only $58,992 as imports and exports, making the whole amount 
of foreign trade in that year Tis. 554,892, in the year 1863 to 
Tis. 20,674,486, whilst the average of the last four years, 1866-69, 
was Tis. 22,177,116 per annum, viz. :— 

Import of foreign goods in foreign vessels Tls. 4,099,279 

Import of Chinese goods in foreign vessels » _2,977,7144 
Export of Chinese goods in foreign vessels y _ 15,100,122 
The foreign trade of Formosa, during the same period, was of an 
annual average of Tls. 2,718,130, of which the value of imported 
foreign goods was Tls. 1,376,649 and the exported 'Tls. 1,060,672. 

If time is givea, Formosa, with its natural resources, “at present 
dormant, but knownto be vast inextent,” will have as progressively 
increasing a trade, as has been the case generally in new ports in 
China. It may be that Sir Rutherford Alcock takes into aecount only 
the trade carried on in British vessels, of which in 1866 only 4,364 
tons were British, out of a total of 24,156 frequenting the port of 
Takow; but it leads to great mistakes if we estimate the national 
interest in the trade only by the flag that covers the cargo; we must 
look either to the source or destination of the cargoes, and even 
both of them may be foreign, yet still the interest of the venture 
may be British, or vice versa. The rumour of Germany’s intention of 
occupying Formosa I thought had died away as quickly asit origin- 
ated; as yet China has not given cause to Germany to “annex,’’ 
and I am gure no desire exists in that quarter for doing so. Should 
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the British consuls be withdrawn, which I, for one, consider bad 
policy, no doubt some of the other Treaty Powers will, by the ap- 
pointment of Consuls, keep the ports open to trade, and as Ger- 


man shipping has been, and no doubt will again be, largely en- | 


gaged in that trade. it would, of course, next to Britain, be the 
duty of the “ Reich” to appoint such functionaries. 


The only reason given for the proposed withdrawal of the Consul 
is to reduce the expenditure of the Consular establishment in 
China, an object which might he effected in more rational ways. 
A year ora few years’ apparent saving now will surely cause a 
future greater expenditure, as has been the case already more than 
once in Chica am, Sir, your obedient servant,

THE NEW CHINESE EMBASSY. 
(THE GLOBE.) 

In dealing with European nations China possesses two advantages, 
which must ever ensure for her a patient hearing in all questions in 
dispute. First, half the globe separates her from Europe; and se- 
condly, she is the possessor of infinite wealth, in pursuit of which 
each Treaty Power is doing its utmost to outbid the others. Chincse 
statesmen fully appreciate the value of these safeguards. They recog. 
nise the growing disinclination on the part of European Governments 
to the idea of sending warlike expeditions to such a distant part of the 
world, and they have proved by experience what pacifying effects may 
be produced on the most impetuous foreign Cabinets by judiciously 
holding out to them expectations of the opening of a new port, or that 
the prohibition against the use of steamers on the inland waters may 
possibly be annulled. The golden bait thus constantly displayed 
before their eyes, but never allowed to reach their gaping mouths, hag 
over and over again proved itself too much for the greedy Governments, 
the representatives of still greedier merchants. They have submitted to 
slights, they have accepted manifestly insufficient apologies for injuries 
received ; they have foregone treaty rights, and all to what purpose 1— 
to confirm the Chinese in the belief that we are grasping adventurers, 
and endowed with wisdom in inverse ratio to our greed. What have 
been the results of our wars with China? Instead of insisting on 
such international rights as would placc ourselves on a footing of 
equality with that country, upon which such commercial advantages 
as may be justly demanded would of necessity follow, we have agreed 
to forego all auch things, and to acceptin exchange the boons granted 
us of a few more ports at which to trade, or a revision of the transit 
dues. After all, however, the advantages gained by our wara, though 
only of a sordid nature, have yet been distinct advantages; but what 
has been gained by diplomacy in times of peace? Nothing, and worse 
than nothing. The only time when there was an opportunity and a 
disposition to urge peaceably on the Chinese Government the ad- 
vigability of granting increased facilities for trade, namely, when the 
time arrived for the revision of the foreign Treaties, they drew us from 
our purpose by the exhibition of a fresh and more glittering bait than 
had ever before been presented to our lustful eyes. They sent home 
Mr. Burlingame with instructions to speak hopefully, in case all ideas 
of immediate progress were abandoned, of the speedy introduction of 
railways into China, of the general opening of coal-mines to forcign 
enterprise ; and they caught the religious world by promising that, 
if but time were allowed them, ‘‘ the shining cross ” should be planted 
on every hill. With such alluring baits what could his mission be 
but a triumph? One after another the Western Governments vied 
with each other in givingin their adhesion tohis programme. The Ame- 
rican Government first fell into the trap. granted all that they were asked, 
and despatched a new ambassador to Peking accompanied by a band of 
engineers and scientific men, in the vain hope that the Chinese were 
seriousin their professed intentions of opening up the country to foreign 
enterprise. Our own Government was the next victim, and railway 
companies were talked of in London which were to cross ‘‘ the land of 
Ham” in fifty directions. The Prussian and Russian Governments, 
being less easily deceived by vain imaginings, held back somewhat, 
but still expressed themselves contented to wait and see what China 
would really do. And what has she done? If we are to believe the 
verdicts on this point given by both Sir Rutherford Alcock and Mr. 
Brown, the late American Ministcr at Peking, she has, instead of 
showing a disposition towards progress, displayed unmistakable signs 
of a desire to curtail the rights at present assured to us by treaty. 
The abortive convention negotiated by Sir Rutherford Alcock is suffi- 
cient evidence of the delusiveness of the hopes held out of increased 
commercial advantages, and the massacre of missionaries at Tientain 
is a parallel commentary on the promised wholesale introduction of 
Christianity. 

But the traditional line of policy hitherto pursued by Western Go- 
vernments towards China has been too long and servilely followed to 
be easily abandoned. Notwithstanding that time after time we have 
been deceived by vain promises and specious excuses, we arc now as 
ready as ever to abate our just demands, in the hope that some gently- 
hinted-at advantages to aceruc to us for our moderation will be realised. 
Our Government, in common with the other leading Governments of 
Europe, are now once more about to be put to the test. The Peking 
Cabinet having failed to satisfy the demands of foreign ambas- 
sadors arising out of the massacre at Tientsin, have despatched an 
enyoy to make, as M. de Rochechouart expresses it, “ what terms 
he can for himeelf and his Government” with France and th 
other outraged Treaty Powers. A very slight study of the polic 
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hitherto pursued by China, will enable any one to form a fairly 
‘accurate idea of the sort of terms “hung How has been au- 
thorised to propose. Great regret will be expressed for the past, 
all discussion of immediate indemnifying measures will be avoided, 
and the old story of the prospective advantages to be returned 
for our present abnezation will be again rehearsed. When is this 
state of things to end? If the European Governments would only 
on this occasion allow wider political considerations to overcome their 
desire for gain, and, instead of lavishing courtly favours on the Envoy 
in exchange for vague promises never to be fulfilled, would cause him 
to be received only by the same class of officials as those with whom 
the foreign Ministers are obliged to communicate, and would insist ag 
a proof of the friendly protestations he will be charged to deliver that 
the Emperor should give up all pretensions to superiority over Western 
Sovereigns by receiving their ambassadors, they would best be con- 
sulting both their own dignity and the true intercats of all concerned. 





THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 


The New York Times, writing on the satisfaction accorded for the 
Tientsin affair, says :—‘‘ We can scarcely wonder that our countrymen 
and foreigners generally in China are getting somewhat impatient 
under the do-nothing policy which has characterised the conduct of 
their official representatives since the Tientsin massacre. Their anti- 
cipations of further trouble have been amply verified. The so-called ‘ sa- 
tisfaction’ exacted by the French Minister, M.de Rochechouart, amounts 
to this: Sixteen (some say fifteen) Chinese coolies were condemned 
to be executed on Friday, the 14th October last. On the Monday pre- 
ceding their execution it was discovered that five hundred taels ($714) 
had been given by the Government to the family of each criminal, that 
costly silk robes had been furnished to the criminals themselves in 
which to sufter the extreme penalty, and that, finally, that acme of Chi- 
nese desires—a magnificent coffin—had also been provided for each 
body, in which it was to be handed to friends for interment in the usual 
burial-ground. Buta very slight acquaintance with the conditions under 
which sentence of death is usually carried out in China is needed to 
make it evident that the course pursued by the Chinese authorities was 
prompted by deliberate bad faith. The ordinary criminal is deprived 
of all goods, chattets and money whatsoever ; his relatives are, by law, 





reduced to abject beggary ; his body is deprived of the rights of burial) 
and his head is exposed, a ghastly object, on the public highways, as 
a warning to other evil-doers. These ‘coolies,’ as our China corres- 
pondence designated them, had been condemned for murdering, out- 
raging, and torturing not only men, but helpless foreign women. Yet 
the ‘progressive,’ ‘unbigoted’ Government of China inflicted on 
them a punishment lighter in native cyes than that inflicted on a com- 
mon thief. The legitimate result of this action by the Pekin authorities 
now appears. Further outrages have occurred, and, in one case at 
least, can be traced directly to the encouragement given to the mur- 
derous vagabonds of Tientsin.” 


Monetary and Commercial.

Mr. Andrew Cassels (late partner of Messrs. John Peel, and 
Co., Manchester, and of Messrs. Pecl, Cassels, and Co., Bombay) 
has joined the Board of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China, in the place of Mr. John Allan, who has resigned, on 
account of ill health. 

At the meeting of the Union Bank of London, Mr. Northall 
Laurie in the chair, the available total was stated at £120,125, 
and a dividend for the half-year was declared at the rate of 15 
per cent. per annum, which will absorb £90,000, and leave 
£30,125 to be carried forward. The dividend was the same at 
the corresponding date of last year, and £24,269 was then carried 
forward. The deposits held are £11,207,634—an increase of 
£281,732 on the corresponding date of last year; and the liabi- 
lities on acceptances are £4,205,591—a decrease of £767,114, 

At the meeting of the East and West India Dock Company, 8 
dividend was declared for the half-year of 3 per cent., free of in- 
come-tax, making a total distribution of 6 per cent. for the twelve 
months. During the past year 2,002 loaded shins, representing 
750,041 tonnage, entered the docks, against 1,955 ships, repre- 
senting 660,071 tonnage, in 1869, showing an increase of 47 ships, 
and 89,970 tonnage. The increase has been chiefly from the East 
and West Indies, Australia, and New Zealand. There has been & 
slight reduction in the gross quantities of goods ware housed with 
the company, principally in the articles of tea and sugar. The 
export business still continues to maintain a favourable position. 

Notice has been given that during the temporary interruption 
of the Lisbon-Gibraltar section of the Falmouth Company’s cable, 
all messages for Egypt, India, Penang, Singpapore, Java, China, 
and Japan should be directed “via Holland and Malta.” The 
Associated Companies for direct communication between Great 
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Britain, Portugal, Spain, Gibraltar, Malta, Egypt, India, China, 
&c., have issued a revised tariff for telegrams from the 15th inst. 

The dividends of several joint-stock banks are announced. The 
Consolidated has an available total of £37,787, including a pre- 
vious balance of £6,120, and the dividend will be at the rate of 
7 per cent. per annum, which will absorb £28,000, and leave, after 
adding £4,250 to the reserve fund, the sum of £5,537 to be car- 
ried forward. The Imperial has for division an available total of 
£17,177, including a previous balance of £3,543, and the divi- 
dend will be at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, which will ab- 
sorb £13,500, leaving £3,677 to be carried forward. The available 
total of the Midland Banking Company (Limited) is £11,914, and 
the dividend will be at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, which 
will absorb £4,776 ; £6,000 is to be appropriated to the extinction 
of the “‘ purchase of business account,” leaving £1,138 to be car- 
ried forward. : : 

The traffic receipts of the Falmouth, Gibraltar and Malta 
Telegraph Company (Limited), for the past three months, were as 
follows :—October, £7,689 16s. 8d.; November, £8,393 9s. 8d. ; 
December, £4,641 15s. 11d. 

The British Indian Submarine Telegraph Company (Limited) 
are informed that a further reduction of three-halfpence per ton 
has been made on the harbour dues at Aden.

SILK. 

The following is from Mr. O'Donoghue’s report:—The market still 
retains the position of inactivity noted in my last circular. Deliveries 
have been strictly measured by the immediate wants of the Throw- 
aters; there is, however, no disposition on the part of holders to press 
sales, and prices for all silks which have been in favour are firm. This 
may be attributed in part to the continued steadiness of prices in 
China, and also to the comparative paucity of the supply of such silks 
in our own market. Usual reel Tsatlee and Tayseen, notwithstanding 
the low figures at which they are being offered, continue to remain 
neglected. Re-reeled Haineen and Teatlee have been in fair demand, 
and have brought fall prices. Re-reeled Canton, after the speculative 
movements recorded in my last, assumed a quieter tone ; the deliveries 
lately have been of the inferior grades, and in small quantities. Japans 
atill remain neglected. 

There is a general anticipation that a sound and vigorous trade will 
follow the opening of the new year ; our manufacturers are bringing 
to bear upon the business, particularly the making of piece goods, an 
increasing energy and skill, and the favour with which these goods 
have been received seems to substantiate the hope that this hitherto 
comparatively small branch of our industry may before long become 
one of great extent and value. 

Corrrz.—The current quotations for East India kinds are Java Go- 
vernment bags 20c. to 22c.; Java mats, 20$c. to 21c.; Singapore, 1Sc. 
to 19e.; Manila, 16c. to 17c.; Native Ceylon, 17}c. to 19c. The 
market for Brazil is well supported, there being a fair demand and a 
not superabundant supply. In East India kinds the business done 
has not been important, though Java is attracting more attention than 
when we last reported. The sales have been 13,766 mats Java, ex Ida, 
and 500 mats from second hands at the rates quoted above, in addi- 
tion to which the cargo of 10,821 mata, per Kingdom of Belgium, is 
reported to have been disposed of on private terms.
